REVOLT IN THE GAOL AT 
BANGKOK. 
ELEVEN PRISONERS SHOT. 


Bangkok was startled, about 2.10 p.m: 
on the 22nd ult., by tho sudden appearance 
of a danse cloud, emoke in the diréction 
of tho New Gabl> dnd by the réport that a 
serious outbreak had occurred among the 
convicts; who had set fire to the workshops, 
Strangely enough, a rumour had recently 
been circulated to the effect that a rising 
among -the prisoners was planned for the 
10th of the Siamese month, which would 
have been tho 25th-ult.; but littl atten- 
tion waa paid: te the report. It appears 
tbat the convicte employed in the saw-yard 
and workshops of the gaol, seizing their 
opportunity while only one: warder was’ at 
hand, rose at a reconcerted signal. Tlie 
warder was. rendered powerless, and then 
savoral of the men ket fire to tho place while 


hatohets, In’ this" they were immediately 
succeisful, asthe door gave way easily, in 
spite of tho strong looks and belts with 


which-it was provided, As: there was no 
obstacle between this door and the high 
road, the convicts, to the number of twenty- 
three, were instantly at latge—the awkward 
position of the sentry-turrets preventiug 
them being fred on ‘from: above, . he 
military guard of the prison wore prowptly 
turved out, and they fred on the escs: ing 
’ prisoners, who wera seriously hampered. by 
their chains, with deadly effect. Seven of 
‘them wero killed or ‘mortally wound~ 
ed, four others died shortly aftor- 
wards, seven more Wounded mon were 
removed to the gorl-hospital, foor 
were recaptured on tho following day 
(Sunday), and one is atill at large at: the 
time of writing—this making up the oom. 
plement of twenty-three who got out, 
Among the recaptured was the ringleader 
of the outbreak, and itis a noteworthy fact 


thet only ouc Chinaman was among those 
concerned in tho rising. Several dramatic 
incidents marked the occasion Tho 
warder who was seized by the mutinoers 
and held as a soreen between them and the 
guard, was inadvertently shot by the latter 
in the region of the shoulder, the same 


mortolly wounding one of thé prisoners, 
One moan was ahut in endeavouring to ewits 
anal, Another, ou being retaken, 
made an inefleotual attompt to commit 
suicide by cutting hie throat, 

Moanwhile, the workshop had baen fred 
in the mont determined manner, aod the 
smoke of the conflagrition vould be seen 
for miles, And in spite of the efforts 
made under the eupetintendence of the 
Governor to.get the flames. under, thie wing 
of the prison was completely gutted. The 
amount of damayo done tras considerable, 
asthe workship contained a large quanti- 
ty of valuable teak-wood, otc, In. addi: 
tion, the laundry and ¢dlothes-taking 
section ie included in this area, and our 
representative noticed the skeletous of hal€ 
adozen sewing machines which hed boon 
destroyed in the flames. 

One incident ef the muting which among 
others has been misrepresented, is the panio 
caused among the peaceful prisoners by the 
tnmalt—the real fact being that a number 
of those in the main square broke into the 
lodge for shelter, whore, howover. they did 
no harm. The slleged cause of the out. 
break ig stated to be dissatisfaction on the 
patt of the convicts with the conditions of 
their servitude—i.c.,. when thoy are com- 
mitted to prison the duration of their sen- 
tonce is not communicated to thom, se that 
they naturally object to not knowing 
whother they aro incarcerated for one OT 
for twenty yeara, In contrast to this, each 
nan is made an allowanco of fivo cents 
pet diom, Surely if the amount of thia 
allowance were reduced and the aforu-men- 
tioned hard conditions ameliorated, it 
would be.a step in the right direc. 
tion, and one more in accordance with 
advanced canons of law? Another some- 
what serious item connected with the 
outbreak is the means whereby the con- 
victs obtained the hatchets with which they: 
burst opea the idoor, as also the weapon 
wherewith one of them attempted self. 
destruction. It may bo added that the 
Sikh guards at the prison were remored on 
the int Aprily so that advantage may have 
been taken of their absence, :
